We are just back fram Synod, and I hasten to send you the 
estimate for the year. The time is nearly ll.p.m., and I must be up 
early; but post goes in the morning, and this must be sent you without 
any further delay. Matter on the block grant I can sen@ next week. 

I think all is clear now, 

I begged to be relieved f the Financial Secretaryship, 
but failed to get my desire so must just carry on. 

You will see how I have drawn up the estimate in columns 
that shew at a glance the expenditure under any heading of the differ- 
ent stations. Aft I followed the same course in my suggested estimates 
for Synod. Bven the man whose estimate I cut by about two hundred 
pounds could say nothing, with figures for the other stations staring 
him in the face, for expenditure under the same bead ing. I first cut 
estimates down to the minimum, and we built up a little fram that.
